adjoining field and started across, tnweformation of plant tissue 

into the form in which we now 
find it in these deposits is large- 
ly due to their action. It has 
been generally supposed that 
peat and the different varieties 
of coal, hard and soft, are but 
successive stages in the same 
process of transformation, but, 
according to M. Renault, they 
are due to the action of different, 
kinds of bacteria. The variety 
that determined the formation of 
hard coal is extinct, and, hence 
we need not expect any more to 
be formed. The decomposition 
of woody tissue in the marshes 
of today gives us only peat. This 
theory appears to accord with the 
results of laboratory experiments, 
for all attempts to change peat 
artificially into coal by means of 
heat and pressure have hitherto 
been failures. — Success.

GOMPERS' 
FJGHT-HOUR 
BILL 

Evils Strongly Stated by President 
of National Association of 
Manufacturers. V 

WAS "IMPORTED FROM 

LABOR-CURSED ENGLAND." 

Gompers First Tried to Apply the Bill to 
Railroad and Steamboat Service. 

CONGRESSMEN AFRAID 

OF THE "LABOR VOTE." 

'Average Labor Agitator Is art lihmtelitt, tils 



The President of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, 
Mr. B. M. Parry, has made pub- 
lic at Indianapolis the following 
official statement, in which he 
states the attitude of the associa- 
tion on the subject of the eight- 
hour law bill, and strongly ar- 
raigns labor unions: 

'The National Association of Man- 
facturers is opposed to auv law 
which meaiiB the undermining of 
the commercial stability or the in- 
dustrial vitality of the UnitedStates. 

t is opposed to the terrible antl-in- 
juuetion bill now pending In Con- 
gress, which proposed law has been 
imported to this country from labor- 
cursed England. This law has al- 
most destroyed the English manu- 
facturer, as it is a legalization of the 
picket and the boycott. The attempt 
to foist such anarchistic legislation 
upon the employers of this country 
will be resisted to the last. The Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers 
is also unalterably opposed to the 
so-called eight-hour bill fathered by 
Samuel Gompers. This bill, if it 
could be put Into effect, would be a 
radical and destructive assault upon 
the prosperity of this country. 
While in the nature of things It 
would be impossible to put such an 
absurd law into practical every dav 
operation, yet It would have the ef- 
fect of dislocating business condi- 
tions, causing an industrtal paraly- 
sis in this country, the like of which 
we have never experience Such a 
bill would open the way*X e bh 
mall of the heavy iron, steel and 
shipbuilding Interests which are en- 
gaged in the manufacture of govern- 
ment supplies. They cannot run on 
an eight-hour basis from the physi- 
cal nature of their work. If the 
power was put into the hands of the 
labor agitator to penalizo them for 
working their employes over elgh 
hours per day. then one of two things 
will be necessary— an attempt would 
have to be made to have the law de- 
clared unconstitutional. If this fail- 
ed It would be necessary to bribe 
the labor agitator in order that the 
wheels of the factory might be per- 
mitted to turn. I do not know 
whether or not this would fall. 

•'By the terms of this proposed 
eight-hour bill an employer is pun- 
ished $6 per day for each and every 
man who is permitted to work over 
eight hours. In turning out iron 
and steel supplies tbere is what is 
called a Tun' in furnace work. These 
'runs' do not adapt themselves to 
any man-made laws. The experi- 
enced eye of the master iron* worker 
ii kept glued at a little hole at which 
he watches the molten mass in the 
blast furnace. This 'run' Is a child 
born from the experience and skill 
of the high-class workman. To take 
his eye away from it for a moment 
might mean the loss of thousands of 
dollars. But here comes along this 
wretched eight-hour law. If this 
skilled workman has been watching 
the furnace for eight hours, then at 
the very stroke of the clock, and at 
the most critical moment of the 
'run' he must desert his post and 
turn it over to another man to carry 
on the work for the remaining two 
or three hours. How could sucl 
xrangeinent be carried out? How 
can it be possible to secure two shifts 
or workmen to carry on the opera- 
tions of the average manufacturing 
establishment? The labor unions, 
tnrough their apprentice system, 
are driving thousands of boys to the 
ats, to the reform school and the 
penitentiary. They have so reduced 
number of skilled workmen that 
puld be impossible to find two 
ta of men to carry on the work of 



the country. 

The eight-hour day proposition is 
the result of socialistic agitation lc 
Europe. Many trades In England 
have by snecial arrangement secur- 
ed a nine-hour di$^ id even this 
has had the effect of greatly damag- 
ing the competitive possibilities of 
English manufacturer. The 
more labor put into an article the 
more costly it lipoomr-s. More labor, 
according to the eight-hour day, j 
means less labor— Jess labor at a 
higher price, for it requires u 

to turn out the same amount o 
work. Whenever the price of a pro- 
duct is forced up the demand falls 
ft. All the theories in the world 
ill not controvert this fact. 
"It is no doubt ideal as a theory to ' \ 
ivide up the 24 l> nirs of the day into 
ight hours for work, eight hours for 
pleasure and eight hours for sleep, 
unhappily, the ever varying 
lition of human necessity makes 
it impossible to apply any such hard 
and fast rules. The great achieve- 
ments of the world have been so far 
accomplished by individualism, i. 
e., the giving of each man an oppor- 
tunity to do the best that is within 
. Think of exchanging this sys- 
tem for tho dark and abysmal depths 
of socialism or the system of uni- 
form effort. Think of trying to com- 
press all the men In the world Into 
the same mold! Fancy the state 
ig for adult men the number of 
hours for work, or the wage per 
hour, or the price of potatoes or any 
similar absurdities, and doing it at 
the instigation of men who are mem- 
bers of so-called omnipotent unions, 
which they are taught to believe can 
defy political economy and say to 
the lawB of nature : 'Thus far shalt 
thou go and no further !' I say, fan- 
cy the state saying * «he dootor 
who is visiting the/r , tho cler- 
gyman on his wojf _*miniBter the 
last consolationr A religion to the 
dying, to the farmer who is getting 
In his harvest out of tomorrow's 
rain, to Paderewski, who finds fif- 
teen hours a day hard practice nec- 
essary to secure and retain that 
skill for which he is famous, to the 
student who burns the midnight oil, 
to the large employer of labor, whose 
anxious days and sleepless nights 
often mean a working day of 34 
hours— I say, fancy the Btate saying 
to any of these men (or to any man 
bent on achieving greatness), 'Yon 
must wot work after the bell rings or 
the whistle blows.' Why, if these 
agitators could succeed in squeexlng 
all humanity into snob a puny mold, 
the folly would only be exceeded by 
the wickedness of it. 

"Suppose that the printers of a 
newspaper should go to work at 6 
o'clock in the evening and at a quar- 
ter of 2 o'clock In the morning a ter- 
rible earthquake should destroy the 
city of London, or, let us say, the 
White House is blown up with dyna- 
mite. Under the terms of this pro- 
posed law the printers would all 
have to quit work promptly at 2 
o'clock and could not set another 
line of type, even if tho additional 
information should come in that the 
continent of South Africa had been 
swallowed by the sea. This Gom- 
pers bill absolutely prohibits men 
from working over time for the ben- 
efit of their own families. Gompers 
first made the silly effort to apply 
the bill to railroad and steamboat 
service. It was found that some en- 
gineers would have to stop their 
trains 26 or GO miles from their des- 
tination, and that steamboats in 
coast and inland service would be- 
left helpless far from the shore. The 



Gompers-' 
was forced to acknowledge that such 
an idiotic law could not be applied 
to this service. The transportation 
lines were accordingly exempted. 
Gompers, however, driven from one 
corner to another, finally decided to 
unload the burden of this ridiculous 
measure upon the manufacturers of 
the United States, who are produc- 
ing more wealth for the nation than 
agriculture. Again, nothing in this 
bill contemplates easing the hours 
of labor of the farmer. Every eight- 
hour bill put upon the books means 
that the farmer must be taxed that . 
much the harder, for every man who 
shirks his portion of tho work un- 
loads that much more taxation upon 
the farmer. No eight-hour law can 
ever change the harvest season, 
where men work 10 hours a day. No 
eight-hour law can ever bring ease 
or be a benefit to the hard-worklne: 
milliner, who must earn enough iu 
three or four months to keep her the 
rest of the year. How irrotesque it 
all is ! Tbeu to think that such a ri- 
diculous bill should have been bul-

Letter Just Discovered That Tells 
Where J. R. Mothershead Lost 
His Life in Battle. 

OFFICER. IN FIFTH MISSOURI INFAN1RY.

by Shrapnel in Front of Atlanta. 

Since the civil war tore the 
country asunder and hound the 
pieces together again in stronger 
and indissoluble bond's, the exact 
fate of many a brave soldier has 
beeu unknown, and the fate of 
many will remain unknown till 
the last day. 

Fortunate are those who aro 
able to discover the facts about 
the end and last resting place of 
their loved ones lost in battle. A 
discovery of this kind has just 
been made with reference to J! 
K. Mothershead, a brother of our 
townsman, Dr. N. C. Mothers- 
head, who was killed during the 
war. The date and place and 
manner of his brother's death, 
however, had never been posi- 
tively known to the Doctor until 
an old letter fro.n a comrade was 
unearthed a few days since by 
Mr. Thos. D. Oshorn, of Louis- 
ville, who is a cousin of Dr. 
Mothershead. 

This letter was from I'. H. 
Gill and was written "In line of 
Battle before Atlanta, August 
8, 1864." It tells of the killing 
of Mr. Mothershead in a skirmish 
with the enemy on Aug. (5, ? (S4, 
when be was struck with schrap- 
nel above the right temple and 
lived only US or SO minutes. The 
writer spoke most tenderly of 
the soldierly and manly qualities 
of his dead comrade and of his 
excellent standing as an ollicer. 
He told of the burial with mili- 
tary honors in the cemetery near 
by. He told, too, how they both 
had enlisted in the 6tb Missouri 
lufantry on May 5, 1801, when 
Company B, First Missouri Bri- 
gade, was ($'2 strong as they went 
service. After the death of 
Mr. Mothershead there were only 
two of the original company left 
to tell'the story. And the writer, 
Mr. Gill, is known to have beei 



killed in battle only a short time 
after He penned the letter that 
has after so many vears brought 
the truth to the «urviving mem- 
bers of the Mothershead family. 

Joseph K. Mothershead, son of 
the Doctor, is a namesake of his 
uncle with which this history- 
deals 

••Mm. Wijgi of the Cabbage Patch."

Bernard and other Kentucky 
coals, was a victim of a murder- 
ous assault ou the streets of Hen- 
derson Sunday, for no cause ex- 
cept that he is a dealer in coal 
mined by non-union labor. Mr. 
Powell has been in the coal busi- 
ness for some years and last fall 
took over the business of John 
C. Atkinson who was tor years 
the sole representative of the 
St. Bernard Mining Company; 
Powell adding then the St. Ber- 
nard business to his agency. Mr. 
Powell is a son os Hon. J. H. 
Powell, the present mayor of the 
city of Henderson. 

Mr. Powell tells the story of 
the assault iu a letter dated 
Monday, Jan. 5, as follows : 

"I would have written you 
yesterday but was suffering with 
my head.

The 4,682,498 of class 1 furnished.. .81 
The 32,802,951 of class 2 furnished. . 808 
The 2,105,367 of class 3 furnished 1,245 
The 1,071,201 of class 4 furnished 6,768 

It thus uppears : 

1st. That an uneducated child 
has one chance in 150,000 of at- 
taining distinction as a factor in 
the progress of the age. 

2d. That a common school ed- 
ucation wili increase his chances 
nearly four times. 

3rd. That a high school train 
ing will increase the chance of 
the common school boy 23 times, 
giving him 87 times the chance of 
the uneducated. 

4th. That a college education 
increases the chance of the high 
school boy nine times, giving him 
219 times the chance of the com- 
mon school boy and more than 
800 times the chance ot the un- 
trained. 

It is a surpiiniiig. fact that of 
7,852 "notables" thus gathered, 
4,810 proyed to be full gradu- 
ates of colleges. 

From the nature of the cas? it 
cannot be claimed that these (in- 
ures are exact, but they are bas- 
ed upon the most reliable gov- 
ernment statistics and the neces- 
sary estimates have been made 
with care. It is also doubtless 
true that other circumstances 
contributed to the success of 
these college trained men, but 
after all reasonable allowances 
are mado the figures still force 
the conclusion that the more 
school training the child has the 
greater his chances of distinction 
will be.

he typhoid germs in 
water, and Chicago scientists 
have since proven the fact by 
careful tests. It is now authori- 
tatively stated that a few drops 
of lemon juice put iu a glass of 
water will destroy these germs 
almost immediately. With a lit- 
tle precaution it seems now not 
a hard matter for most people to 
avoid the danger of typhoid, 
nearly all of which lies in the 
water we drink. The use of a 
little lemon juice is a very pleas- 
ant and simple precaution but is 
not always practiced or desira- 
ble. Everybody, however, -:an 
boil their drinking water. The 
better way by far is to boil and 
filter or, best of all, to distill all 
water for drinking purposes. But 
boiling will do. With every 
other possible precaution against 
the pollution of drinking wi 
in cities and towns the danger 
cannot be avoided. Water sup- 
plies become polluted in the 
most inexplicable and surprising 
ways, and where it had been 
thought every care was exerted. 
I The danger is always present 
but these simple preventives 
should become universally 
known and adopted. Typhoid 
and other germs are killed by 
high temperatures and the easy, 
every day process of boiling pre- 
vents all danger from this source. 
This much at least should be 
done in towns and cities and by 
this commonplace, free remedy 
many lives may be saved. 

LACK OF PROTEC- 
TION DENOUNCED. 

Pennsylvania law, if such is 
the law, under which the coun- 
ties do not pay Deputy Sheriffs 
summoned at the request of tho 
companies, has received the vig- 
orous denunciation of the official 
head of the anthracite coal strike 
commission.

;>ftcn potent factors in the produc- 
tion of loss of Loir, 

Immediate measures, both local and 
general, fhould be taken to arrest the 
fall of the hair whenever it is noticed. 
\u\ ii i order of any bodily organ, 
such as gastric catarrh or indigestion, 
must be corrected, so that the vital 
energy may be maintained at its high- 
est degree of efficiency. The tonic ef- 
fect of the cold bath (for those who 
react well to it) is invaluable. Expo- 
sure of the scalp to fresh air and the 
direct rays of the SVA.Ii also admira- 
ble. 

Locally, a stimulating lotion like this 
should be rubbed into the scalp once 
a day: Liquid ammonia, 1% dram; 
essence of bitter almonds, iy t dram; 
spirit of rosemary, l'/ g ounce; essence 
of mace, ten minims; royewater, 
three ounces, and in conjunction with 
this application the scalp should un- 
dergo regular massage with tincture 
of arnica, rosemary, or with rum. If 
complete baldness threatens, try this 
cream, rubbed in every night: Qui- 
nine sulph., one-half dram; oil of bit- 
ter almonds, two drams; bone marrow, 
2% drams; Veruvian balsam, one-half 
dram.
